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Bonfires Banned 
Until Next Rain 
Bermudian Springs School 
Board Slashes Teachers' 
Appeal For Huge Increase 


Do You Have

Mayor William G. Weaver this 
morning formally issued a state­ 
ment banning bonfires in the bor­ 
ough until rain falls. 
Weaver said that "this is a 
season when falling leaves cause 
many to burn leaves and debris 
outdoors. Because of the extreme­ 
ly dry weather, we are banning 
all open fires until there has been 
some rain to wet down the sur­ 
rounding area. Because of the 
drought 
leaves, 
weeds, every­ 
thing are tinder dry and sparks 
are likely to set fires tome dis­ 
tance from bonfires, or bonfires 
themselves can quickly get out of 
control.” 
He added that "while we can 
only forbid burning in Gettysburg, 
we appeal to people in the town­ 
ships surrounding to avoid open 
fires during this time. We issue 
that request as secretary of the 
local fire department, which serves 
the area. Woods particularly are 
in a dangerously dry condition and 
a bonfire could easily lead to 
woods and field fires causing ex­ 
tensive damage.”

The Bermudian Springs High ‘ 
School board Monday evening re- I 
Jected a teachers’ committee re­ 
quest for a salary increase of ■ 
$20,800 for 53 teachers in the dis- , 
trict by voting 17 to 5 to add $200 
eaehc to the mandated salary for ! 
teachers with two or more years 
of experience. 
The board action brings the 
total increase to $15,800 for the 
current year and includes the 
$9,100 already mandated by the 
state. The teacher proposal had 
sought an additional increase of 
$11,700. 
Ralph W\ Tyson, chairman of 
the 
hoard s salary 
committee, 
recommended an additional $200 
increase this year over the man­ 
dated salaries for teachers with 
two or more years of service who 
have not reached the mandated 
maximum and excluding super­ 
visors and principals. He said 
that the state mandated increase 
of $300 will bring some of the 
teachers up to the state man­ 
dated maximum and these would 
not receive the extra $200. He 
said that 12 to 15 teachers al­ 
ready have reached the maxi­ 
mum. 
CURRENT SCALE ONLY 
In response to what the scale 
will be next year. Tyson said, 
"This committee does not rec­ 
ommend anything 
beyond 
this 
year.” 
The teachers’ proposal was pre­ 
sented by a 12-teacher commit­ 
tee of the educational association,

Monday evening a letter was 
read from the Bellefonte, Pa., 1 
school board asking the local 
board and boards across the state 
and nation to join in urging Con­ 
gress to initate an amendment to 
the federal constitution that would 
permit prayer and Bible reading 
in the schools and yet protect 
rights of minorities. 
The local board voted to support 
that move and to send notices of 
its action to the two U.S. senators 
from Pennsylvania. Congressman 
George A. Goodling and Governor 
Scranton. 
Letters were also read at Mon­

York Springs Has 
Wat er Shortage 


When one of the two wells 
furnishing the major part of 
the water supply for York 
Springs went dry Monday, fehe 
borough council immediately 
placed in force restrictions on 
the use of water there. 
President Roy Williams Sr. 
said town council has placed 
a ban on using water for car 
washing, 
lawn and 
garden 
sprinkling, porch and pave­ 
ment washing and other "un­ 
necessary” uses of water. The 
restrictions will 
remain 
in 
force until the water shortage 
is relieved by rain. 
The level of water in the 
town’s reservoir has dropped 
IO inches and is being supplied 
now by only one well and a 
light flow from a spring. 
President 
Williams 
said 
council also had ordered a 
house-to-house check for leak­ 
ing or open faucets. If the 
water shortage becomes more 
acute a special meeting of 
council will be called to take 
further emergency measures, 
Williams said.

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Physical Fitness Obstacle 
Course At Littlestown HS 
Proving Popular With Boys 


One of the few. if not the only 
obstacle course in the area as 
part of a physical fitness program, 
is in operation at Littlestown High 
School. 
Twice a week boys from Seventh 
through 
12th Grades use the 
course which was added last 
spring and all apparently enjoy 
the activity. 
The course is 124 yards long 
with eight obstacles and was com­ 
pletely built by the industrial arts 
department of the school under 
the supervision of Gordon Warner 
and Dale Hamm. 
In order, the course includes 
five-foot four-inch scaling wall; 
five hurdles, the first being four 
feet which boys hurdle and the 
second three feet which the boys 
go under, etc.; parallel bars which 
the boys “hand walk” across; two 
ramps, one eight feet high and 
the other four feet, older boys 
going off the high ramp and 
younger off the low ramp; two 
by four-inch balance beam built 
on an angle to run across; five 
poles spaced three feet apart to 
“dodge' run; overhead ladder 
six feet two inches above the 
ground to “hand" walk and 15- 
yard sprint to finish line. 
There are two of each obstacles 
so that more than one boy can 
run the course at the same time 
leading to a competitive spirit for 
the individual. The entire course 
is built on a 30-degree incline. 
Jack Bream and William Key­ 
ser, physical education instruc­ 


tors, are now working on a set 
of standards based upon the times 
established last spring by the up­ 
per six grades. Bill Woodward 
and Ted Bortner, who graduated 
last spring and are now mem 
hers of the Marine Corps, ran the 
course in 30.5 seconds to estab­ 
lish the present record for the 
course.

The administration and staff of 
Littlestown High School is very 
proud of its obstacle course and 
feel it is a step in the right direc­ 
tion in giving students an inter 
eating activity to supplement the 
physical fitness program.

DILLON BEGINS 
SELLING JOB 
ON TAX SLASH 


By HARRY K E L L Y 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury 
Doug­ 
las Dillon began the job today 
of selling President Kennedy’s 
tax cut package to what may be 
the toughest customer on Capi­ 
tol Hill—Sen. Harry F. Byrd and 
his Senate Finance Committee, 
After waiting through 20 days 
of closed hearings. Dillon ap­ 
peared today with a thick sheaf 
of 
facts 
and 
figures 
that 
stressed a need for urgency in 
approving the $11 billion reduc­ 
tion this year. 
Said Dillon. “It is essential to 
the well-being of the nation that 
every effort be made to com­ 
plete action on this bill before 
the end of the current year . . . 
the nation has waited too long 
for relief from the stifling bur­ 
den of excess taxes.” 
DISAGREES WITH BYRD 
Byrd, the Virginia Democrat 
called by many “the watchdog 
of the Treasury,” opposes a tax 
cut without balancing cuts in 
spending. He prefers to hold up 
action on the cut until the 1964 
session to put pressure on Ken­ 
nedy to put the brakes on the 
budget. 
Dillon argued strongly again 
this. 
“The need for a major pro­ 
gram of tax reduction and revi­ 
sion is pressing,” he said. “I 
firmly believe that to delay its 
passage would incur serious eco­ 
nomic risks.” 
MEANS EXTRA MONEY 
The President says the tax cut 
would give families extra mon­ 
ey to buy dishwashers or make 
a down oayment on a new car, 
plants money to buy new equip­ 
ment, and free more money for 
investment. This, he and his ad­ 
visers say, will put the economy 
in high gear, and also bring in 
more taxes ultimately. 
In his statement, packed with 
charts on what the reduction 
would do for taxpayers, Dillon 
said the bill as approved by the 
House will do the job with one 
exception—the treatment of cap­ 
ital gains. 
“Because of the urgency of 
prompt action. I recommend 
that the committee eliminate the 
provisions of the bill dealing 
with capital gains.” said Dillon. 
His comments were in a pre­ 
pared statement. If the bill be­ 
comes fully effective, it would 
remove 1.5 million low-income 
families from the tax rolls, and 
mean cuts of $100 for four-per­ 
son families earning $5,000 a 
year, $202 for a similar family 
with a $10,000 a year income, 
$1,004 for a $30,000 a year fam­ 
ily, and $5,278 for a $100,000 fam

NEW DISPUTE 
OVER DRIVER 
TRAINING PLAN 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Over 
the weekend the National Edu­ 
cation 
Association 
came 
oui 
against the practice of state leg­ 
islatures requiring high schools 
to provide driver training. 
At first glance, this looked 
som ething like opposing good 
m anners, good sportsmanship or 
good health. 
It w asn’t at all. The NEA. an 
organization 
of teachers 
and 
school adm inistrators, has no ob­ 
jection to boys and girls learn­ 
ing how to drive safely. 
What happened was this: An 
NEA-sponsored report said the 
role of the legislatures is to set 
forth general goals and provide 
financial support. It said deci­ 
sions on what to teach should be 
left as much as possible to local 
school faculties. 
QUESTION COURSES 
An NEA spokesman said the 
recom m endation 
was 
adopted 
because som e state laws require 
courses on such things as com ­ 
munism end state history and 
several 
states 
require 
high 
schools to provide driver train­ 
ing 
The A m erican Automobile As­ 
sociation. which has pioneered 
in the work, reports that young­ 
sters who have had driver train­ 
ing have fewer accidents and 
traffic law violations than those 
who haven’t had it. 
The Automotive Safety Foun­ 
dation puts it this way: 
“ High school driver education 
offers a tested opportunity to 
im prove the bad accident record 
of the teen-ager. The program 
is on a plateau and needs ag­ 
gressive support so that more 
youngsters in more schools can 
have the benefit of training. 
“The under-20 group has about 
6.400 accidents a day at an es 
tim ated cost of about $1 billion 
a year. 
“ They account for wily 7.1 per 
cent of the licensed drivers but 
6.600 of them were involved in 
13.2 per cent of the fatal acci­ 
dents in 1962.” 
L ast y ear about 3.1 million 
young people reached driving 
age. Of these. 1.31 million, or 
42 per cent, were enrolled in 
d river education courses. The 
percentage has been about the 
sam e since 1955. 
As the nation’s population in­ 
creases so will the number of 
drivers.

TAPED PHONE 
CALLS HEARD 
IN U.S. COURT 


PITTSBURGH (A P)— More 
taped 
telephone conversations 
w ere expected to be played to­ 
day in a federal food stam p 
fraud trial in U. S. D istrict 
Court. 
Patsy Alexander. 38. and N a­ 
than Volpe. 43, both of M ason­ 
town. Fayette County, are being 
tried on conspiracy and bribery 
charges. They are accused of 
buying stamps from Anthony C. 
Collins, former agent for the 
State Agriculture D epartm ent, 
at far less than regular prices. 
A third Fayette County m an, 
W alter M. Suba of Footedale, 
has pleaded no defense in the 
case. 
Tapes were played in court 
Monday.

For the most part, the conver­ 
sations concerned Collins’ diffi­ 
culty in making arrangem ents 
for imm ediate payment upon de­ 
livery of the stamps. 
Volpe allegedly told Collins on 
July 29, 1962: 
“ I have a good proposition for 
you. I got a couple connections. 
I got a woman who’ll give me 
800 bucks for a thousand.” 
The following day, Volpe al­ 
legedly said-

pect” had two grocery stores. 
Judge Rabe F. Marsh ruled 
the tapes could be played in the 
courtroom if the voices could be 
identified positively.

NEW YORK 
(AP) — Gov. 
Scranton of Pennsylvania says 
the worst of the economic bad 
days in his state are over and 
"the economy of Pennsylvania 
Is fast bein* rebuilt and revital­ 
ized on a broad and diversified 
base.” 
"Courage, initiative, resource­ 
fulness and plain old fashioned 
hard work have started to pay 
off.” Scranton 
said 
Monday, 
outlining 
Pennsylvania’s 
eco­ 
nomic progress He spoke at a 
dinner here sponsored by the 
Committee of 100 000 pennsylva­ 
nians for Economic Growih. 
The governor recently formed 
the committee *a carry the mes­ 
sage of Pennsylvania to busi­ 
nessmen throughout the nation, 
and ha* served as its principal 
evangelist. 
UNEMPLOYMENT DROPS 
Joining the governor in telling 
what he called the Pennsylva­ 
nia story were Lt. Gov. Ray­ 
mond P Shafer. Secretary of 
Commerce John K. Taber, and 
Frank L. Magee, chairman of 
the executive committee of the 
Aluminum Corp. of America and 
chairman of the 100.000 Pennsyl­ 
vanians. 
Scranton 
traced 
Pennsylva­ 
nia’s historical prominence at 
the top of the economic and in­ 
dustrial heap, its subsequent de­ 
cline in steel and coal produc­ 
tion and its renaissance. 
He said state unemployment 
dropped this year alone from 9.3 
per cent in January to 6.1 per 
cent in September and that 236 
companies have announced this 
year they will build plants in 
Pennsylvania.

HES TODAY OF 
IEART AILMENT 


NEW YORK (AP) — Adm. 
Alan G. Kirk. 74. a naval hero 
who spent 40 years in military 
service and then went on to 
high 
diplomatic 
assignments, 
died today in Columbia Presby­ 
terian Medical Center. 
Kirk entered 
the 
hospital 
Sept. I for treatment of a heart 
ailment. 
He resigned last April as am­ 
bassador to Nationalist China 
because of ill health. He had 
held the post for almost a year. 
Kirk retired from the Navy 
in 1946 to accept appointment as 
ambassador 
to 
Belgium 
and 
minister to Luxembourg. 
He later served three years 
as ambassador to Russia and 
for a brief period as director of 
the c o u n t r y ’s Psychological 
Strategy Board 
LED TASK FORCE 
Kirk left a distinguished and 
action - packed 
naval career 
when he began his diplomatic 
assignments. 
When Allied soldiers stormed 
into Sicily in 1943. Kirk led 
task force that landed a division 
in less than half the scheduled 
time and without the loss of 
single ship. 
In the invasion of France on 
June 6, 1944. Kirk commanded 
the huge U.S. Naval task force 
that landed Allied troops and 
supported them by bombarding 
enemy installations on the Nor 
many beaches. 
For his part in the invasion of 
Sicily, Kirk was invested as 
honorary Knight Commander of 
the Bath and received the U.S 
Legion of Merit.

guished Service Medal and the 
French legion of Honor. 
A native of Philadelphia, he 
was graduated from the Naval 
Academy in 909.
